Mr.  a:id  ilrs.Sobelt  held  open  house  in 
honor  of  the  happy  couple,  during  which  a 
large  number  of  friends  from  tliG  Twin 
Cities  and  elsewhere  called  and  offered 
their  congratulations  in  person  to  the 
bride  and  groom  of  half  a  century  ago. 

The  marriage  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. Born  tooK 
place  February  15,1866  in  the  parsonage 
of  the  Sharon  Moravian  church,  the  narriage 
being  soleraiiized  by  the  late  Bishop  Henry 
T.Bachzoan  then  pastor  of  the  congregation. 
At  the  saiiie  time  and  place,  the  Liarriage 
of  Mr,  and  Mrs.  Wayne  Reichroan  wan  solein- 
ized,  the  raarriage  therefore  being  a  dou- 
ble one.

Ho, assisted 
by  his  wife,  has  one  of  the  largest  prEio-- 
Trices  in  the  co-unty.  During  the  war  he  v/as 
appointed  by  the  governinent  as  a  medical 
^^cruainor.  He  has  always  been  a  student 
v.nd   still  continues  studying  and  reading 
for  his  further  advancement  along  inedical 
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and  general  lines.  He  is  an  aocomplished 
EEUsioian  and  oritio  and  is  also  a  oomx)s- 
er  of  several  fine  compositions. 

Mrs.ninXle  is  a  very  capa'ble  woraan, 
Besi'^-es  "being  a  faitlifiil  wife  and  ssotlier, 
she  has  constantly  practised  her  profession 
since  her  graduation  in  Davenport. 

Olarenoe  Russell  HiiUcle  enlisted  in 
the  ar'ijy  in  April  1917   shortly  after  Trar 
was  declared  on  Creriaany.  He  ifras  a  oeniber  of 
the  Signal  Corps  of  Kansas  City,  i?7hioh  was 
considered  the  craclc  Signal  "battalion  of 
the  State.  Later  his  contnany  "becaii^e  part 
of  the  famous  **HainlD0vr  Division"  ,  which 
was  coiiTposed  of  the  finest  State  Guard 
units  from  all  over  the  United  States. 

Russell  was  at  Chateau  Thierri?-  in 
July, 1918  and  Fas  found  in  a  critical  con- 
dition hy  a  conrrade  rrho  had  "been  a  friend 
in  Kansas  City.  He  placed  him  in  an  aLi"bu- 
lance  and  had  him  taXen  to  the  hospital, 
where  he  was  confined  nearly  three  laonths. 

At  the  tine  this  portion  of  his  his- 
tory was  "boir^  written  Russell  was  enter- 
taining the  soldiers  still  in  France  With 
a  vaudeville  slcit   in  cOiirpan:.^  with  a  few 
o&her  soldiers «.   They  irere  to'in-iiig  France 
eZiO.  expected  to  play  in  Paris  several  weeks. 
After?  ny  c-andson-s  return  hon^,  I  pre- 
vailed upon  hiia  to  wrixe  a  sKeth  of  his 
experiences. Llfce  irioat  of  the   "hoys"  he 
was  rnod.-ist  about  telling  what  ho  had  done 
hut  finally  GOHplied  and  I  will  give  his 
letter  as  written  on  the  following  page. 

Hazel  Hallie  Hinlcle  was  a  stenoijraph- 
er  until  her  liiarriage  with  Lloyd  L.. Brown 
in  Kansas  City,  June  13,191^-.  Mr  .Brown 
was  horn  Dec c 30, 1893  at  Clear  LaIce,lowa 
and  is  an  electrician  and  telephone  repair 
man.  Two  children  were  "born  of  the  inarriage, 
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heavy  attaoKo  Fere  laiinolied  then  until 
the  first  part  of  June  uhen  r^e  -"ere  asain 
attaoXed  "by  the  "Prussian  Guard"  with  in~ 
oreased  miiibers,  hut  re  held  our  {ground 
Tfith  12  casualties  and  to  our  credit  4 
aeriLan  officers  and  IS  soldiers  an  prison- 
ers and  a  s^^cat  niu-;her  of  dead,  caused  hy 
our  intense  and  ^eli  placed  m?.chine  r:un 
fire.  ¥e  Fere  coi-ipletely  drenched  rrith  gas 
t\7ioe  in  three  days,  the  first  of  trhioh 
caused  a  ferr  casualties  and  quite  a  fe^ 
slightly  rjansed,  includin-  nyf-:.e.''-f .  (I  was 
made  corporal  shortly  after). 

On  June  18th  fc  TJero  relieved  X)Y   the 
77th  Division  (a  national  ari-i^'-  division) 
and  Fere  sent  to  the  Cha::ipaGne  sector, 
•?Thich  re  held  till  July  lOtli.  lie   held  our 
sector  and  repulsed  all  attach'' s  on  the 
ni0ht  of  July  l?th  T:hen  t'le  Ger^-ans  launch- 
ed their  last  great  offensive  and  put  dorrn 
the  hG?.Yiest  boi::hardr.ent  they  hai.  ever  put 
dovrn  hefore  in  all  the  'rer, 

"We  were  then  sent  to  Chateau  Thierry 
and  tooh  over  our  sector  just  north  of 
C-iateau  Thierry  on  the  S6th  of  July,  On 
the  r.3th  of  July  I  Tras  slightly  gassed 
again  hy  falling  into  an  old  trench  in 
which  souo  gas  v^'as  still  prevalent.  I  vrent 
oUy   hoT7ever,  hut  later  Tras  sent  to  the 
rear  hy  :..:y  officer,  having  hroken  dovm  in 
ny  nervous  systei... 

I  v;as  sent  to  a  Base  Hospital  along 
the  southeast  coast  of  tlie  Atlantic  in  a  <^^. 
city  called  Hantes,  where  after  t7^o  r/eehs 
I  T7as  sent  on  convalescent  duty  to  a  Sase 
Hospital  center  in  the  central  r?art  of 
Prance.  This  Center,  co::poned  of  ;31  Base 
Hospitals  was  on  the  e(X(^e   of  a  village 
called  Mars.  I  was  Kept  there  till  Deo.SOth 
xflien   I  ^as  sent  to  the  largest  Depot  Ca.:ip 
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Coralie  Evalyn,  born  yel3,9,l9l5  and  tloyd 
Josepli,  born  June  14, 19 17.  They  live  in 
Kansas  City, Missouri, 

Grace  Elizabeth  and  Ethel  Mae  Hinlcle 
still  live  vTith  tlieir  parents  and  are  fin- 
ishing c^ade  schools. 

The  folloiTing  in  C  •Russell  Einklo^s 
sl^etch  of  his  experiences  in  the  World 
War: 

"Enlisted  in  first  Missouri  Field 
Battalion  signal  Corps  on  May  8,1917.  ¥as 
sent  to  stste  mobilization  caiup  Aug.  13th 
and  then  organized  into  the  117th  Pield 
Battalion  Si^^nal  Corps  of  the  4nnd  or  bet- 
ter Known  as  the  "RalnboTT  Division".  The 
division  '^ras  then  loobilized  at  Cai.ip  Mills, 
Long  Island,  Nev-  YorK,  tlie  i^dfllo  of  Sept. 
¥e  then  trained  until  Oct. 18th  and  nere   j 
sent  overseas.  We  landed  in  Liverpool, Sni^.  ' 
:on  tlie  20Va   of  Nov.  and  after  spending 
ton  dayR  in  Er^^land  i^cre  sent  acrosn  the 
English  Channel  to  Le  Havre , France ,  where 
after  one  night  ^s  stay  xre   ^rere  put  aboo-rd 
a  train  and  traveled  for  three  days  and 
nights  to  a  little  toFn  naiaed  Vancoloirs, 
about  fifteen  Liiles  from  the  front  line
